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Gas price hike draws mixed reactions

Predictions Monday that .gasoline 


prices will Jump 3 to 5 cents a gallon 
brought mixed reactions from dealers 
In the Northwest suburbs, with some 
station operators saying further price 
Increases will hurt their business. 


Only. Shell Oil Co. officially notified 


its dealers of a 3-cent price hike Mon- 
day afternoon. But station operators 
for the other major oil companies said 
they have heard rumors of new in- 
creases, and expect to be told soon to 


raise their pump prices. 


If the increases materialize, regular 


gasoline will be selling at 60 to 64 
cents a gallon at most Northwest sub- 
urban stations.! Premium will be 
priced at 66 to 70 cents a gallon. 


LARRY DWORZYNSKI, owner of 


Larry's Standard on Schaumburg 
Road in Schaumburg, sold Monday he 
had not been notified of a price In- 
crease, but if and when the price 
jumps again people will notice it. 


"It has to gradually affect.business 


because the cost of driving is going up, 
up, up and people have to start think- 
ing twice about driving," Dworzynskl 
said. 


Smaller cars and fewer trips will be 


the result, he said. 


Dean Mlkkelson, owner of Palatine 


Shell Service, Palatine and Plum 
Grove roads, said he will have to 
raise the price of regular gas to 64.9 
cents a gallon today. 


"We were finally forced over the 60- 


cent mark last month and this is the 


final straw. We are well past It now,** 
Mlkkelson said, adding that he ex- 
pects the price increase will cut down 
the demand for gasoline. 


"EVERY TIME the price goes up it 


hurts business for the first week or 
two until the people realize the price 
has gone up everywhere. They think 
I'm making more money, but I'm 
making the same amount The oil 
companies get the increase," said 
Dan Rutkowski, manager of Dan'ft

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State trims request $43,000 
Mental-health cut 
threatened: Rosen 


A proposed cut of $43,000 in state 


aid could force the Elk Grove- 
S c h n u m b u r g Townships Mental 
Health Center to reduce Its services 
next year. 


Jordan Rosen, executive director of 


tho mental health center based in Elk 
Grove Village, said ho has been noti- 
fied that tho Illinois Dcpt. of Mental 
Health may provide only $159,586 of 
the $192,641 requested for the 1975-76 
fiscal year. 


The state funds sought by tho center 


would provide about 44 per cent of its 
total projected 
budget of about 


$430,000 for tho coming year. The rest 
of tho operating funds come from the 
two townships and patient fees. 
' ROSEN SAID the sub-region and re- 
gion offices of tho state mental health 
department have recommended tho 
cut in state money. Tho department 
should act on tho recommendations 
any day, he said. 


"I assume the cut is being recom- 


mended because of the lack of funds 
within the department," Rosen said. 
"I thought wo might have problems 
getting what wo requested, but I 


didn't think the cut would be this 
drastic." 
' 


If tho grant is reduced, Rosen said, 


the center could ask the townships to 
increase their financial support, 
request a larger share of United Fund 
money and apply for various kinds of 
grants to try to make up the loss. 


If alternative funds cannot be found, 


he said, the center would be forced to 
operate on $637 more in state funds 
than was received in 1974-75. 


"THEY WOULD BE keeping us at 


the present level for out-patient ser- 
vices," Rosen said. "But obviously, 
we'vo had salary increases, and oper- 
ating costs have gone up like every- 
thing else in inflationary conditions, 
so really, we'd have even less than 
lost year to work with." 


Therapists at the mental health cen- 


ter handle more than 55 cases per 
month and the caseload is increasing, 
Rosen said. The executive director 
predicted problems in meeting the 
needs of patients if the state mental 
health department doesn't provide all 
the money requested. 


"We'll probably have to cut back 


our services to some degree, and ex- 
actly what we'll do I have no idea 
right now," he said. "It would give us 
no opportunity to expand which would 
mean we'll probably have an 
enormous waiting list for services." 


Although a lack of state money may 


limit' the operations of the center, 
Rosen said it will not affect building 
plans. 


THE BOARD OF directors intends 


to begin an intensive" drive this fall to 
raise $660,000 for new offices. The pro- 
posed building would be constructed 
on two acres west of 111. Rtc. 53 that 
was donated to the center by Elk 
Grove Village earlier this year. 


Committees of the board are explor- 


ing sources of funding for the project 
including governmental grants, and 
foundations as well as planning local 
fund-raising activities. The timetable 
for construction will depend on tho re- 
sults of their efforts. 


Tho mental health center Is out- 


growing its current headquarters in a 
farmhouse on Blesterfield Road in 
front of Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center.

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Budget office sees rise 
in inflation rate due to oil 


WASHINGTON (UPIK- The Con- 


gressional Budget Office predicted 
Monday a reversal in the recent de- 
cline in the nation's rate of inflation. 


In a repoit to Congress, the CBO 


also foresaw a more sluggish recov- 
ery from the recession than the ad- 
ministration has been predicting. 


But it agreed with the adminis- 


tration in proclaiming that the reces- 
sion, the worst in 40 years, had hit 
bottom. 


The CBO's gloom about the outlook 


for the next IB months was based 
chiefly on its expectation that oil 
prices are going to rise. It said higher 
oil prices would drag down recovery 
while accelerating the inflation rate. 


The report made these forecasts: 
• Inflation — The inflation rate, hit- 


ting 12 per cent last year, fell to an 
annual level of 5 per cent in May. 
CBO predicted the decline would end 
and said tho rate will range from 6.3 


to 8.7 per cent by the end of 1976. This 
compares with an average rate of 3.4 
per cent over the previous 25 years. 


• Unemployment — CBO predicted 


a rate of 7.8 to 8.2 per cent by the end 
of next year, compared to the admin- 
istration's prediction of 7.6 per cent 
and May's rate of 9.2 per cent. Over 
the past 25 years, the rate averaged 
4.7 per cent. 


A higher inflation rate would re- 


verse a trend which Ford hailed last 
week as proof that his economic pol- 
icies were working. He said the in- 
flation rate had been cut in half from 
last year's levels. 


CBO is a new agency, created to 


advise Congress on how to use spend- 
ing decisions to stabilize the economy 
and stimulate growth. Its director is 
Alice Rivlln, a well-known economist 
.hired from the Brookings Institution. 


The report said stronger efforts by 


Congress and the Federal Reserve 


Board to stimulate the economy would 
have a high payoff In jobs with slight 
consequence on prices. 


THE REVERSE is also true, the 


CBO said. An attempt to curtail gov- 
ernment stimulus — by cutting the 
deficit, for example — would do little 
to abate inflation while making unem- 
ployment worse. 


Moreover, "under present condi- 


tions there is little danger that ex- 
pansionary fiscal or monetary policies 
will lead to 'crowding out' of private 
investment," the CBO report said. 


Treasury Sec. William E. Simon has 


been warning that a federal deficit 
approaching $80 billion In the fiscal 
year that starts Tuesday would crowd 
business borrowers from the credit 
market, inhibiting their expansion and 
the economy's recovery.

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U.S. Attorney Thompson resigns

Jim Thompson announced his long- 


expected resignation Monday after- 
noon in an office thick with clgaret 
smoke, reporters, television crews 
and Thompson's varied collection of 
large plants and small trees. 


Thompson didn't seem to notice the 


heat as he beamed with the announce- 
ment of his plans to retire as U.S. 
Attorney for the Northern District of 
Illinois. Left unmentloncd was his 
plan to run for governor of Illinois. 


Thompson, 39, spoke quietly about 


his staff and Its'continued efforts un- 
der the direction of his top aide and 
interim successor, Samuel Skinner. 


THOMPSON SCHEDULED a press 


conference this morning to make the 
expected announcement that he will 
seek the Republican nomination for 
governor. 


Ho praised his staff Monday as the 


"finest collection of prosecutors over 
to servo In any office at any time." 


"Every man has his own personal 


challenges and goals. It's time for me 
to move on because I've filled mine," 
ho said. 


Ono of these goals was taking the of- 


fice out of politics, Thompson said. 
Noting that the prosecutors in his of- 
fice are of all political pursuaslons, ho 
said ho recently hired a former ad- 
vance man for Democratic Gov. Dan- 
iel Walker. 


Of his corruption cases against offi- 


cials on all levels he said "no man 


JAMES THOMPSON 


has been prosecuted and no man has 
been saved from prosecution because 
of his political beliefs or associations." 


THOMPSON SAID his time in office 


has been long enough to show that he 
was "without partisan motive or pur- 
pose" in the cases he brought against 
corrupt politicians. 


"We tried to. demonstrate to this 


community that you can run govern-. 
ment clean. But no prosecutor's ef- 
forts can mean an end to corruption 
of office ... In the long term reform 
depends on the people," he said. 


Thompson said he was also proud of 


the cases his office had brought in the 
civil rights area. This district had the 
first civil rights conviction in history in 
a case where a white Chicago police- 
man beat a 17-year-old black youth 
who took a parking place the police- 
man planned to give to someone'else, 
Thompson said. 


THOMPSON ALSO praised U.S. 


Sen. Charles Percy, whom he said is 
unique as a senior senator in that he 
never asked anything of Thompson 
while he was U.S. attorney. 


Thompson also denied gossip col- 


umn reports that he pjans to marry, 
saying that he has not asked anyone 
to marry him. "I would never get 
married to further my political ca- 
reer," he said. 


HE* LAUGHED when reporters 


asked him why he was going to work 
for a private law firm during his cam- 


paign. Explaining his mother would 
no longer pay his housing or food' 
bills, Thompson said "I'm not a 
wealthy man ... people have to have 
jobs to live." 


Thompson said one disappointment 


in his career was his inability to con- 
vince the honest Chicago policemen 
that his motives in exposing corrupton 
in the department were not political. 


Thompson said he has no regrets 


over cases he's lost. Of the case 
against former governor and judge 
Otto Kerner he said "I'd do it again 
tomorrow." 


When Thompson was finished, Skin- 


ner held his own press conference, 
promising to continue the 
fight 


against corruption and to expand into 
cases of government fraud in con- 
nection with such things as Veterans 
Administration loans and U.S. Hous- 
ing and Urban Development projects. 


Skinner was appointed by federal 


judges Monday to serve temporarily 
as U.S. Attorney. He has been recom- 
mended as Thompson's replacement 
by Sen. Percy, but the final decision 
is up to President Gerald Ford.

Quakes trigger landslides in Yellowstone 


WEST YELLOWSTONE, Mont. 


(UPI) — A scries of strong earth- 
quakes shook the Yellowstone Natltfh- 
nl Park area Monday and triggered 
landslides that blocked at least one 
major road. However, there were no 
reports of injuries or serious damage. 


The strongest temblor, registering 


6.2 on the Rlchtcr scale, was recorded 
just before 1 p.m. 


A park spokesman placed Its epi- 


center in Gallatln National Forest, 
just north of (he park between Gardi- 
ner and Livingston about 50 air miles 
from the center of a devastating 1950 


quake near Uebgen Lake. 


Tho "swarm" of quakes were felt 


over a broad area of Montana. Resi- 
dents of Great Falls, Bozeman and 
Billings said they felt the heavy jolt. 
No damage was reported in those 
arena. 


A major road between Norris and 


Madison Junctions in the west-central 
part of Yellowstone Park was blocked 
by a landslide. Other slides were re- 
ported In several areas of the park 
but there were no reports of serious 
damage.

In a report to Congress, the department asked only for 
adoption of 14 relatively minor changes in the food stamp program.

Rod Marinlng, vice president of the,Canada-based 
Greenpeace Foundation, said a Soviet harpoon vessel retreated 
from the whole chase and that eight wholes were saved.in.the 
weekend confrontation that began 50 miles off the city of Eureka hi 
northern California. 


Astronomers discover new galaxy 


Tho discovery of a galaxy that is eight billion .light years away 


and Is five or ten times larger than the Milky Way was announced 
Monday by University of California astronomers in Berkeley, Calif. 
Tho newly discovered object In space, which contains hundreds of 
billions of stars, is the most distant part of the universe yet photo- 
graphed. The only things which may bo farther out are the qua- 
sars, which so far are no more than mysterious sources of radi- 
ation, the astronomers said. 


Dummy missile crashes on ship's deck 


One plcco of a dummy Soviet missile crashed onto the deck of an 


American ship in the Pacific earlier this month, columnist Jack 
Anderson said Monday. The missile, fired over several thousand 
miles from central Russia June 3, was a giant SS18 which can 
carry up to eight warheads. "None of the warheads was expected_ 
to fall any closer than 3tt miles from the Vandcnberg," he said. 


Amy slows to near standstill 


Tropical storm Amy, Its 60-mlle-an-hour winds persistently lash- 


ing coastal regions with rough seas, slowed to a near standstill 
Monday In the Atlantic Ocean off the North Carolina coast. Fore- 
casters said the well-organized storm system should "be around for 
at least two more days," although it was likely to lose its tropical 
characteristics as It moved slowly north over colder air and water. 


Gold sale a day-long marathon 


Speculators and businessmen flooded the government with hun- 


dreds of last-minute offers to buy gold Monday, turning the Trea- 
sury's second bullion auction of 197S Into a day-long marathon. 
About 750 bidders submitted offers to buy part of tho 500,000 ounces 
of government gold put up for sale. The bulk of the bidding came in 
the final hours as sophisticated investors waited to catch the clos- 
ing price on the London gold exchange.

It was the first word from the Egyptian side on the outcome of last 
week's Egyptian-Israeli diplomatic exchanges through the United 
States.

Richter scale shook central and 
western Greece, the Seismological In- 
stitute of the Anthens Observatory 
said. The tremor, which occurred at 
4:27 p.m. had its epicenter 120 miles 
west of Athens. 


Police said the tremor was felt in 


Missolonghl, Patras, Corinth and the 
small town of Napactus near the an- 
cient city of Delphi, where it caused 
cracks in some buildings.

The first flight to report sighting the 


crashed Eastern plane was Trans 
World Airlines Flight 132. It reported 
at 4:06:35 — about one minute after 
the crash — that "all we can see is

The transcripts also showed that at 


4:00:04, a little less than 5tt minutes 
before the crash Eastern Airlines 
Flight, 902, a Lockheed Tri-Star jetli- 
ner, reported the wind was pulling it 
to the right and asked to be diverted 
to Newark.

'Rockets fall 
like rain9 


in Beirut 


BEIRUT (UPI) — Bombs, rockets, 


mortars and machinegun fire rocked 
Beirut Monday in the worst civil strife 
in Lebanon's history. The worsening 
violence delayed and threatened to 
wreck Premier-designate Rashld Ka- 
raml's efforts to form a government. 


"Rockets are falling like rain," said 


a terrified resident of one section of 
Beirut. 


The known casualty toll for seven 


days of fighting between rival politi- 
cal militias battling throughout the 
city jumped to nearly 200 dead and 
600 wounded. The actual toll was ex- 
pected to run much higher, however. 


Heavy fighting raged through the 


day in the city's right and leftwing 
southern suburbs, in its downtown 
business and commercial districts and 
in Its uptown shopping and tourist sec- 
tors. 


Huge fires blazed from a bombed- 


out soap factory east of Beirut and 
from a gasoline station in its center, 
reddening the night sky. Beirut Radio 
said snipers were firing on ambu- 
lances and fire engines in many 
areas, preventing them from picking 
up wounded or getting to the scenes of 
fire. 


In Ashrafieh, an eastern part of Bel- 


rut where the fighting has been heavi- 
est, a terrified resident reported rock- 
ets-and mortars falling at the rate of 
five every minute. 
; "We can see a huge fire raging in 
the distance," he said. "Rockets are 
(falling like rain. We are trapped, 
'can't get out." 


There were unconfirmed reports 


that the Tal Zaatar Palestinian refu- 
gee camp on Beirut's northeastern 
outskirts had come under mortar fire 
for the first time since the current 
fighting began in April. A Palestinian 
•guerrilla spokesman confirmed there, 
was "trouble at the camp" but said 
he had no further information. 


It was the worst fighting in Leba- 


non's 32 years of Independence, sur- 
passing even the violence of the 1958 
civil war.

viously agreed by the two sides. 


They also questioned the Soviets 


about why Jewish emigration has fall- 
en by half over the past two years. 


Ten of the senators promised a 


group of 16 Soviet Jewish dissidents 
Sunday night that they would give the 
issue of Jewish emigration top prior- 
ity in their talks. 


The U.S. delegation was headed by 


Senate. Minority leader Hugh Scott, 
R-Pa., and Sen. Hubert Humphrey, 


D-Minn. Sen. Charles Percy, R-HL, 
was also on the trip. 
' The meeting opened with a speech 
by Mikhail Suslov, a member of the 
ruling Politburo and the Kremlin's top 
theorist on Communist issues, who 
told the Americans the emigration re- 
strictions "seriously damaged" trade 
relations and said that trade plays a 
large role in political relations. 


He said the Soviets have the Im- 


pression that enemies of detente in

Des Plaines lacks space 
Jobless office 
to Prospect 


Area residents will soon be signing 


up for unemployment compensation at 
the now abandoned A & P Food Store, 
40 N. Main St., Mount Prospect, in* 
stead of the current DCS Plaines of- 
fice on Leo Street. 


Tho Herald learned Monday that 


state officials have concluded negotia- 
tions to lease tho old food store in the 
Central Plaza Shopping Center. Tho 
building has been vacant for the past 
IS months, and Mount Prospect offi- 
cials consider It a key to redevelop- 
ment of the downtown area. 


No date has been set for moving tho 


office from 601 Lee St., DCS Plnlncs. 
Chris Nugent, director of tho Illinois 
Employment Services, said the mov- 
ing date will be determined by how 
much time it takes to equip the office 
and notify persons of tho change. 


STATE OFFICIALS have been at- 


tempting to find larger offices for 
many months because of the in- 
creased number of persons applying 
for unemployment compensation at 
the DCS Plaines facility. 


The sagging economy has caused 


long lines to form at the DCS Plaines 
office. Short tempers and several near 
fights have developed because of the 
overcrowding. 


City officials have asked the state to 


allow the office to move to larger 
quarters to eliminate the problems. 


Nugent said the Des Plaines office 


was opened at a time when the popu- 
lation of the area was much smaller 
and thorc were not as many persons 
seeking services there. 


ATTEMPTS HAD been made to 


relocate the office at another location 
In Des Plaines, but The Herald has 
learned that leasing rates were priced 
higher for several possible DCS 
Plaines locations than the facilities to 
bo leased In Mount Prospect.

Groceries up 10%, meat 
32% in year: survey

The results of a year-long food-price 


survey conducted by U.S. Rep. Abncr 
J. Mlkva showed grocery costs have 
Increased more than to per cent and 
meat prices have jumped 32 per cent. 


The survey, taken in supermarkets 


throughout the 10th District, which in- 
cludes DCS Plnincs, included com- 
parisons of a sample group of eight 
meat I tons and a market basket of 27 
items. 


The final results of the survey did 


not agree with the 60 per cent jump in 
the cost of meat and 30 per cent hike 
in tho market basket prices predicted 
when the first food price list was re- 
leased In Juno 1074. 


"It's not as disastrous as we had 


thought, but It Is still disturbing," 
Mikva said Monday. 


THE SURVEY included three stores 


in DCS Plaines: Domlnlck's, 767 Golf 
Rd.; National Foods, 1155 Lee St.; 
and Jewel Food Store, 1500 Lee St. 


Meat prices Increased 30 per cent at 


Domlnlck's, 35.0 per cent at Jewel 
and 39 per cent at National during the 
year, tho survey showed. Market bas- 
ket prices rose 8.4 per cent at Domln- 
lck's. 11.3 per cent at Jewel and 16.3 
per cent at Notional. 


Mlkva said, "Tho survey shows food 


Is on a roller coaster ride to higher 
prices." Ho noted some costs were 
higher in February than they are 
now. 


Mlkva said there are steps tho gov- 


ernment can take to eliminate tho 
price increases; he suggested imple- 
mentation of a notional grain reserve 
policy to provide grain reserves and 
take tho slack during times when suf- 
ficient grain is not available.

"There hove to be free market pres- 


sures plqccd on the grain companies," 
Mikva said, adding that only four 
companies control most of the grain 
sales In tho nation. 


"WE OUGHT TO also do something 


to remove some of the Mickey Mouse 
regulations we have on some aspects 
of the food production and trans- 
portation system." 


Ho explained that some trucks are 


allowed to carry poultry products one 
way and return empty trailers, thus 
increasing costs. 


Mlkva said up to 40 per cent of the 


trucks on the highways are running 
empty because of government regu- 
lations and it takes so to 100 per cent 
longer to move commodities from the 
West Coast to New York City than it 
did 20 years ago. 


Tho survey also reported that the 


greatest price Increase was shown In 
bacon, which went from 98 cents a 
pound In June 1074 to $1.74 this year; 
the greatest decrease was shown in 
lettuce which cost 57 cents a head last 
year and dropped to 47 cents this 
year.

THE FAMILY made the trip on a 


Blcycle-built-for-three that was spe- 
cially equipped with an attacked car* 
rlage-type vehicle called a bugger. 
The bicycle also was modified so that 
Michelle and Andrea could help their 
parents pedal. 


LeVesque, a southern California bi- 


cycle shop owner, left New Orleans 
May 24 and made stops in 27 cities 
before reaching the Chicago area. The 
family also stopped along the way to 
answer questions and explain the 
work of St. Jude Hospital. 


Although the ride was intended only 


for the promotion of fund-raising bike 
rides in more than 300 communities 
throughout the nation, LeVesque said 
people stopped him and donated mon- 
ey for the hospital.

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Cop charged with trying to drown son

A Chicago policeman, living in Ar- 


lington Heights, was indicted by the 
County Grand Jury Monday for the 
attempted murder of his 16-year-old 
son. 


Patrolman James Loughnane, 38, of 


522 S. Cleveland Ave., was charged 
with pushing his son Michael out of a 
boat six miles off shore In Lake Mich- 
igan. The boy reportedly was Insured 
for $120,000 In two policies, with his 
father and stepmother named as ben- 
eficiaries. 


C h i c a g o police homicide In- 


vestigators said the boy told them he 
was boating Sunday when his father 
unexpectedly hit him in tho head with 
a blunt instrument. The father then 
allegedly pushed the youth over the 
side of the boat and sped away. 


MICHAEL stayed afloat In the 47- 


degree water for about an hour using . 
swimming techniques he learned In a 
llfosavlng course at Arlington High 
School, where ho Is a student. 


Ho was pulled from the lake by the 


crew of o passing sailboat., His res- 
cuers quoted the boy as gasping when 
he was pulled aboard, "I don't believe 
he did It, that he threw me over- 
board." 


George Woltman, owner of the sail- 


boat, said Michael called out as they 
approached, "Help me. I can't swim 
anymore." 


After telling his story on the way to 


shore, Michael said, "I don't want to 
go bock there, because my father 
might be waiting, and he has a gun." 


LOUGHNANE, an 11-year veteran 


of the Chicago Police Dept., was in- 
tercepted in his 25-foot boat about 
three miles from where the incident 
allegedly occurred by a police marine > 
unit. Police said Loughnane at first 
told them the boy fell overboard .and 
rescue attempts had been unsuccess- 
ful. 


Police sold Loughnane refused fur- 


ther comment when it was noticed the 
boot's life preservers were still on 
board. 


Michael was taken to a hospital 


where ho was treated for exposure af- 
ter his ordeal. He was later released. 


Young Loughnane told police there 


had been problems at home for sev- 
eral weeks. However, he said there 
had been no trouble during the nine- 
hour boat outing, preceding the at- 
tack. 


THE YOUTH was described as "a 


quiet kid" and "never in any trouble 
at school," by an acquaintance. .. 


Loughnane and his family moved to 


tho Arlington Heights apartment 


about two years ago. It is a violation 
of Chicago police regulations for an 
officer to live outside the city, and he 
used a 83rd Street apartment in Chi- 
cago as a mailing address.' 


Michael was insured for $100,000 un- 


der a policy his father took out in 
February. A policy taken out last Oc- 
tober insured him for $20,000. 


Although Michael's stepmother is 


listed as a beneficiary, a spokesman 
for the State's attorney's office said 


there was no evidence to link her to 
the attempt on his life. 


Loughnane is being held in the 


County Jail in lieu of $100,000 after his 
indictment Monday. No trial date has 
been set for him, police said.

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$184 million budget compromise 
Tax hike looms in future of RTA

Iteglonal Transportation Authority 


board members agreed on a compro- 
mise budget Monday, but city and 
suburban spokesmen also 
agreed 


some taxes will be needed before next 
July. 


The board had been deadlocked 


since Friday on Issues dividing city 
and suburban members. Failure to 
approve a budget Monday would have 
meant the HTA could not spend mon- 
ey. 


The two sides came to agreement 


otter a one-hour recess Monday after- 
noon, but RTA Chairman Milton 
Plknrsky sold following the meeting, 
"In my Judgment, we will not bo able 
to complete the fiscal year without 
raising revenue or cutting service." 


Board member D. Daniel Baldlno of 


Evnnston sold the board won't know 
what it needs until It settles Its pur- 
chaso-of-scrvice negotiations with sev- 
en commuter railroads. "In 60 days 
wo will know where wo stand on sub- 
urban railroads," ho sold. 


Baldlno and other suburban board 


members had opposed a $110 million 
allocation for Chicago Tranrlt Author- 
ity deficits, prcfcring a $l05-milllon 
figure In the RTA's $184 million budg- 
et. 


CITY MEMBERS had refused to ap- 


prove the cut, but accepted it late 
Monday on the condition that the $5 
million would be left In the budget in 
case the CTA could not pay all its < 
bills. 


The bonrd also cut $500,000 from the 


$6 million allocated for suburban bus 
service, with the provision that the 
money also be left In the budget in 
case It Is needed. The budget also pro- 
vides $10,2 million for suburban bus

Judge delays 
county liquor 
tax 30 days 


The liquor Industry won a round 


Monday in Circuit Court when a Judge 
ordered a delay in enforcement of the 
county's liquor tax. 


The tax. which 
would 
have 


gone into effect today, would have 
raised the price of liquor by $1 per 
gallon, beer prices by 4 cents per gal- 
lon and the price of wine by up to 30 
cents a gallon, depending on alcohol- 
ic content. 


Judge F. Emmett Morrissey de- 


layed the tax until Aug. 1 after liquor 
Industry spokesmen said no rules or 
regulations had been formulated for 
retailers or wholesalers to follow m 
paying the lax. 


THE Jlinr.K seemed swayed by the 


admission of Assistant State's Atty. 
Henry Hauscr that even the forms for 
the tax wouldn't be approved by the 
County Board until today. 


Morrlssey's delay of the tax cime 


after a two-hour game of "musical 
chairs" In Chicago's Civic Center that 
began when Judge Daniel Covelli dis- 
qualified himself from the case "far 
personal reasons." 


The attorneys, several liquor in- 


dustry witnesses, county officials and 
a half dozen reporters traipsed from 
Covclli's court down the hall to Chief 
Judge Donald J. O'Brien's courtroom 
to have the case reassigned. 


The group then walked back to Cov- 


clll to have a transfer order signed, 
back to O'Brien for selection of a now 
Judge and up a flight of stairs to Mor- 
riisoy's courtroom. 


FACED WITH a courtroom full of 


unexpected attorneys and witnesses, 
Morrissey listened to liquor industry

parking taxes to increase revenue. 
Board member James Kemp/of Chi- 
cago, one of several board members 
who oppose gasoline taxes, said, "I'm 
getting a strange feeling we might he 
backed into a new tax structure. At 
the public hearings I attended, I 
didn't hear any hosannns for these 
new taxes." 


Baldino, who sought other additions 


to the budget to prevent a deficit, said 
before the compromise budget was 
proposed, "What has been done here 
is to Juggle figures to give the appear- 
ance of a balanced budget. If you vote 
for this budget, you will be back to 
vote for the taxes to support it." 


Baldino said Pikorsky's use of $18.9 


million in one-time federal funds will 
Jeopardize the RTA budget next year, 
because the programs will go on but 
the money will stop. 


Buses in suburbs by Labor Day 


Regional Transportation Authority 


buses will be rolling in some suburbs 
by Labor Day, RTA Chairman MUton 
Plkarsky said Monday. 


Piknrsky gave board members a 


memorandum during a budget meet- 
ing, outlining his program to get RTA 
bus service operating .in suburban 
areas in the coming year. He said 23 
new buses are scheduled for service. 


He said routes serving community 


colleges would get top priority, but he 
did not Include Harper College, Pala- 
tine, in his list of nine routes. 


SECOND PRIORITY will go to 


existing bus routes for which resi- 
dents said only minor changes arc 
needed. Included in that list of 15 
projects is tho'Glenvlew-Des Plainos- 
O'Hnre Airport route. 


By Christmas, routes serving major 


shopping centers should be estab- 
lished, Pikorsky said. Among those 
are an Evanston-Schaumburg route 
serving Woodfield, Old Orchard and 
Golf Mill; a Northbrook, Wheeling, 
Mount Prospect route serving Rand- 
hurst, and a Mount Prospect to Hlns- 
dale route serving Oak Brook Shop- 
ping Center. 


Last to bo considered will be region- 


al routes and improvement of some 
local service, Including seven buses 
for DCS Plaines. 
' 


The proposals were made In response 


to a charge Friday that Pikarsky was 
neglecting the suburbs. Board mem- 
ber D. Daniel Baldlno of Evanston 
said he had learned that a federal 
grant request for 147 suburban buses 
was being postponed a year. Pikarsky 
said he is still providing bus service 
for the suburbs. 
' 


PIKARSKY.SAID the suburbs will 


get 230 new buses in the coming year, 
but 130 have been ordered by munici- 
palities and transit districts, Including 
74 for North Suburban Mass Transit 
Dist. (NORTRAN). 


The extra 100 buses will be pur- 


chased through the Chicago Transit 
Authority, which has 600 on order but 
plans to use only 500 in the coming 
year. Pikarsky said 100 to 150 used 
CTA buses also may be available this 
year for suburban routes. 


Plkarsky said three color schemes 


for suburban RTA buses will be pre- 
sented, and residents will vote on the 
colors they prefer. An RTA symbol is 
being drawn up for use on the buses.

Tho Illinois General Assembly final- 


ly approved and sent to the governor 
Monday a controversial bill author- 
izing 110 million for research Into now 
uses of Illinois coal as a moons of re- 
lieving the energy crisis. 


But tangled legal questions over the 


moans by which the bill was passed 
appeared to assure a court battle that 
could.result In loss of tho money for 
research. 


During debate In the last days of 


the 79th General Assembly, Republi- 
cans contended that tho bill never le- 
gally received tho 107 votes required 
for Its passage. Ordinarily, legislation 
needs only a simple majority of 89 
votes for approval In the House. But 
certain bills on appropriation and 
other matters must have a three-fifths 
majority of 107 votes. 


IN DEBATE over a Senate amend- 


ment to tho bill, Rep. Edward 
Bluthardt, R-Schlllcr Park, declared 
that the House Journal for the day 
showed that tho bill received only 97 
votes when it was declared passed. 


Several legislators were allowed to 


change their votes as much as two 
days later, Bluthardt said, thus recog- 
nizing that tho original vote had not 
been sufficient to pass the bill. 


In its original version, the bill 


called for a now appropriation of $10 
million. When that ran Into opposition 
In tho Senate, the bill was amended to 
authorize $10 million of $70 million al- 
ready appropriated by the Illinois 
Coal Development Bond Act for re- 
search, with its use to bo determined 
by a legislative commission heeded 
by Rep. Adeline Gco-Karis, R-Zlon. 


Tho bill was returned to the House 


and tho Issue became further com- 
plicated when Rep. Gerald Shea, 
D-Chlcago, the House majority leader 
who was substituting for Speaker Wil- 
liam Redmond, agreed with Republi- 
can contentions that amendments to 
tho bill would also require 107 votes. 
It was further entangled later in the 
day — after Mrs. Gco-Knrls had post- 
poned a vote on tho amendment — by

attorney Patrick W. O'Brien and to 
Hnuscr before deciding to delay the 
tax for 30 days. 


When Hauser protested that the de- 


lay would cost the county $1.5 million 
In revenue from tho tax, Morrissoy 
said "fair ploy" to both tho liquor in- 
dustry and the consumers who will 
pay tho tax was his reason for ap- 
proving the delay. 


Tho judge pointed out the county 


had amended the tax as recently as 
Juno 18 and said the county should 
finish tho puper work necessary to en- 
force the tax before Aug. 1. 


"I realize the county needs money,"- 


Morrlssoy said, pointing out he was 
not giving tho liquor Industry the full 
120-day delay It had sought. 


The tax Is aimed at eliminating an 


anticipated $18 million deficit in next 
year's county budget. 


IN ARGUING for the delay of tho 


tax, O'Brien said the law was "unusu- 
al and radical." Parts of the county 
ordinance conflict with state, federal 
and municipal regulations of tho li- 
quor Industry, he sold. 


The law, he said, should upset patri- 


ots. "In these Bicentennial years it 
makes tho stamp tax of 200 years ago 
look like nothing at all." 


Ho charged retailers were subject 


to having liquor seized for unpaid 
taxes, and yet, he said, there is no 
way under the ordinance for a retailer 
to prove tho tax has been paid on a 
specific case of liquor. 


Although no court date was set, the 


attorneys will be bock before Morris- 
soy later this month or in August to 
begin Arguing tho constitutionality of 
tho tax. Final decision will probably 
bo mode on appeal to the Illinois Su- 
preme Court.

Still later, Shea — who had been ab- 


sent for that vote — returned to the 
speaker's chair and reaffirmed his 
earlier ruling that 107 votes were 
needed. He then gave Mrs. Geo-Karis 
leave to ask for reconsideration of the 
vote —another move challenged by 
the bill's opponents. 


THEN, IN A maneuver apparently 


designed to rectify the earlier errors, 
Mrs. Geo-Karis changed her motion 
from one to adopt the Senate amend- 
ment to a motion to reject it. 


That threw the bill into a confer- 


ence committee, which promptly rec- 
ommended concurrence in the Senate 
amendment. The conference com- 
mittee report was adopted by both 


houses by three-fifths majorities Mon- 
day afternoon. 


Even a good many of those who op- 


posed the way in which the bill was 
passed agreed the money Is needed 
for coal research. While Illinois is the 
fifth-largest coal producing state, use 
of its coal has been greatly restricted 
by environmental protection measures 
because of Its high sulfur content.

Primary voting 


OK as it is 


There's no excuse for the pre- 


sent meddling In Springfield 
with our p r i m a r y elec- 
tion system. 


Last week the Senate passed a 


primary "crossover" bill which 
is nothing more than an attempt 
by the legislature to allow the 
political parties to keep a firm 
grip on the conduct of primary 
election:). 


The bill, even though it's a 


more moderate version of legis- 
lation sponsored by Sen. John J. 
Nimrod, R-Skokie, is an attempt 
to resurrect an earlier political 
era when rigid party-line voting 
was "business as usual" 
throughout Illinois. 


Prior to 1972, there was a two- 


year waiting period before vot- 
ers were allowed to switch politi-' 
cal parties in primary elections. 
The result was that the public 
was discouraged from jumping 
back and forth across party 
lines. In effect, if you were an

independent, pick - and - choose 
voter, you suffered. 


In 1972, however, the Illinois 


Supreme Court discarded the 
two-year wait and allowed vot- 
ers to pick ballots with no prior 
declaration of party affiliation. 
The result was a wide-open elec- 
tion, with many traditionally Re- 
publican voters jumping across 
party lines to help nominate 
Walker over then Lt. Gov. Paul 
Simon, the choice of Democratic 
regulars. 


P a r t y leaders point with 


alarm to such voting. They de- 
clare that parties should have 
the right to keep members of the 
opposing party out of "their" 
voting. 


We disagree. We believe the 


public (composed of Democrats, 
Republicans and independents) 
has a perfect right to pick and 
choose in primary elections, as 
it docs during the general elec- 
tions. The 1972 court decision 
has been a good one and de- 
serves to stand. 


The present bill requires vot- 


ers to declare their party prefer- 
ence 29 days before a primary 
election. Although it's an im- 
provement over the five-month 
waiting period first proposed by 
Nimrod, the bill is still on the 
wrong track. 


Walker, a beneficiary of the 


1972 vote, said recently that the 
bill has the support of many leg- 
islators who favor, the "club sys- 
tem" of politics. "I am not, I 
have never been, and never will 
be a member of the club," he 
declared. 


If that's Walker's position, 


he'll be doing the public a big 
favor if he vetoes the bill when it 
reaches his desk. The present 
primary system works to the 
public's benefit, and it should 
not be tampered with.

He takes issue with lighting stand 


As a long-time Buffalo Grove resi- 


dent and as the assistant editor of two 
trade magazines involved with the ju- 
dicious use of electrical energy, I 
have been following'the sodium vapor 
street' lighting controversy with a 
great deal of interest. I must take is- 
sue with the editorial published in the 
June 16 issue of The Herald. 


Sodium vapor lamps are one of the 


most efficient sources of light avail- 
able. They are more than five times 
as efficient as incandescent lamps 
and twice as efficient as fluorescent 
lamps (lighting efficiency is mea- 
sured In lumens-per-watt; this mea- 
surement is comparable to mlles-per- 
gallon when, rating the efficiency of 
an automobile engine). 


Such efficiency can mean one of two 


things: either more light can be ob- 


tained for the same amount of elec- 
trical energy, or the same amount of 
light can be obtained for considerably 
less energy (and cost). A sodium va- 
por lighting system need not be de- 
signed to bathe our streets with near- 
daylight intensity. 


L i g h t i n g efficiency, of course, 


brings to mind the current "energy 
crisis." Sodium vapor lamps, with 
their inherent higher efficiency, nei- 
ther aid nor hurt the energy situation 
because they use energy during off- 
peak hours. This simply means that 
Commonwealth Edison already has an 
adequate generating capacity in order 
to handle large daytime electrical de- 
mand. Since street lighting uses'ener- 
gy during a period when the total 
electrical; load Is considerably re- 
duced, • it. takes advantage of the 
existing ability "of our utility to pro- 
duce power There is plenty of power 
available at that time of the day, even 
if we wished to light our streets with 
inefficient incandescent lamps. How- 
ever, a five-times reduction in the 
amount of power any community re- 
quires to light its streets is a reduc- 
tion in the amount of money the tax- 
payers ultimately shell out to pay the 
electric bill. 


The point'is made that the orange 


cast sodium vapor lighting is "un- 
natural" and detracts from the charm 
of our neighborhood streets. Certainly 
gas lamps are more charming, al- 
though they contribute directly to the 
energy crisis by consuming a source 
of energy in definite limited supply. 
The color of sodium vapor lighting is 
unnatural? I submit that the color of 
any light is unnatural if you compare 
it with sunlight: incandescent light 
has far more red and yellow than it 
does blue; fluorescent light produces 
some colors in abundance while it is 
completely void in others; mercury 
vapor (a favorite for street lighting) 
can produce an 'absolutely ghastly 
complexion appearance. Any member 
of your photographic staff can verify 
the tremendous differences between 
light quality produced by various 
sources. 


You question whether more light Is 


needed on bur streets, I too have 
asked this question when.I consider 
the things which have been struck at 
night, directly in front of my home, 
by passing traffic: several dogs and 
cats, a parked car, even the tree on 
my front parkway. Granted, not all 
the drivers may have been totally in 
control of their vehicles, but the one 
recurring theme has been, "I didn't 
see it." This has nothing to do with 
reducing crime. However, I also ques- 
tion whether our crime rate is really 
so low that we don't need more light 
on our streets. Perhaps a closer look 
at statistics and stories In back issues 
of The Herald will answer that ques- 
tion. 


Finally, the question has been 


raised that sodium vapor lighting in- 
jures trees and shrubs. This kind of 


an accusation reminds me of what 
might happen were the news to leak 
out that chemicals used to make 
newsprint had been found to cause 
cancer of the paws of rats. I have 
seen no responsible documentary evi- 
dence of either situation while I have 
at least seen reports that sodium va- 
por lights have not been shown to hurt 
plants (I don't know about the news- 
print/cancer business; perhaps we 
should all stop touching newspapers 
until further tests can be made). 


In summary, I feel that The Herald 


has not done its homework on sodium 
vapor lighting but instead has reacted 
to the arguments of others. I person- 


• ally think that sodium vapor lighting 
would provide adequate lighting at 
minimal cost. And I am not upset by 
the color; this type of lighting is even 
being used successfully in some office 
interiors. I will keep an open mind, 
however, and by the same token will 
make available any Information or 
sources of information I have to any- 
one interested.

The Illinois General Assembly ap- 


proved Monday a new state school 
funding plan that Includes permission 
for school districts to raise local taxes 
without voter approval.

Persistent blood loss from any loca- 


tion can induce iron deficiency be- 
cause of loss of Iron in the red blood 
colls. A person bleeding from the di- 
gestive tract or persistent loss of 
blood from hemorrhoids may become 
Iron deficient. 


You need iron for all the cells of the 


body. It is necessary to form he- 
moglobin In the red blood cells to car- 
ry oxygen. You need the oxygen to 
break down your food in the cells and 
release food energy. Failure to do this 
leads to fatigue. Iron is an Important 
part of enzymes in the cell used to 
accomplish the breakdown. Without 
adequate iron, the bone marrow slows 
down and quits forming enough red 
blood cells. Those that are formed 
may be lacking in adequate amounts" 
of iron. 


Women between, the ages of 11 


through the menopause need about 18 
milligrams of iron in the diet each 
day. Even if it does stimulate your 
appetite; feeling better often leads to 


eating better. 


When iron pots were commonly 


used for cooking, they were a major 
source of iron in food. Modern utensils 
have eliminated ' this Important 
source. Liver is a good source of iron. 
Meat is a fair source as is fish, espe- 
clally sardines. Spinach, mature 
beans and various cereals with added 
iron are good sources. Most women In 
the childbearlng years would do well 
to use a doily vitamin tablet that con- 
tains iron unless they ore very sure 
their diet includes sufficient iron to 
meet their needs.

Irwin wins Western 
as Johnson collapses

OAK BROOK - In living color from 


(lie shores of Europe, we give you 
Hale Irwin against Carnoustlo. What 
the heck, go ahead and say it: Halo 
Irwin against The World. 


Irwlo, an Intenie and dedicated 30- 


year-old golfer who tend* the wages 
of iport home to Frontenac, Mo., 
looki md sounds just like he's ready 
to be listed among the world's great 
golfers. 


Already the owner of one United 


Slates Open championship back In 1074 
at famed Winged Foot Golf Club, Ir- 
win told his gathering of admirers 
hero Monday that he's off to Car- 
noustio, Scotland, for next week's 
British Open. 


But not before a little celebrating. 


For Irwin, who's partial to such 
strong language as "damn right," is 
tho new Western Open champion. And 
deservedly so. 


Coming in at ono-undcr-par 283 over 


the more than 7,000 rugged yards 
which ore Butler Notional Golf Club, 
Irwin defeated surprise runner-up 
Bobby Colo, a quick-fading George 
Johnson who sought to become the 
second Black man with on automatic 
Masters invitation and what Irwin 
called some of tho toughest putting 
conditions he's ever seen. 


On a Monday near 00 degrees with 


only sunshine working on Butler Na- 
tional (for a pleasant change!), Irwin 
shot 71-73 over 38 holes to total 283. 
That makes Irwin the only below par 
(284) golfer In Western's two-year his- 
tory at Butler National. Tom Watson 
won last year with 287. 


So Irwin takes home 140,000 to wife 


Sally Jean, three-year-old daughter 
Becky and 11-month-old son Sloven 
Halo before departing for Scotland. 


That puts Irwin at $175,627 for tho 


current season and right on tho heels 
of Jock Nicklaus and Johnny Miller, 
tho one-two money winners who are 
separated by only a few dollars in the 
$180,000 neighborhood. 


Tho Western becomes Irwln's fifth 


career tour victory, his third in one 
calendar year and second in one 
month. Clearly, Halo Irwin is coming 
of age. 


Invlit opened the month of June by 


winning 143,000 when he was four 
strokes better than Watson In the At- 
lanta Golf Classic. 


Until his U.S. Open victory one year 


ago, Irwln's only wins had been a pair 
at tho Heritage Open, 1071 and 1973. 


Holder of the year's low nine-hole 


score, a 29 In tho Phoenix Open, Irwin 
was locked Into a stiff Western Open 
battle Monday with George. Johnson 
... until Johnson fell apart with a bo- 
gey, triple'bogey and double bogey 
over the final three holes. 


So whlle'Irwin was breezing with 13 


consecutive pars, Johnson crumbled 
to an afternoon round 79 and 289 total 
... or six strokes and just $5,460. 


Irwin and Johnson were tied at 210, 


a three-under-par total, through three 
rounds. They were up by four strokes 
over five men. 


But when Johnson tumbled to 43 for 


his last nine holes, the 27-year-old 
Colo's even par 284 placed him second 
and $22,800 richer. 


There were many great shots for Ir- 


win. Of course, super putting, espe- 
cially down the stretch when he went 
four-four-four, all of them double putt 
pars. But the shot which typified Ir- 
wln's victory charge was a 6-lron way 
back on No. 14 alongside Teal Lake. 


It is a 415-yard, dogleg left around 


Teal, by no means a monster at But- 
ler Notional which has 10 holes of at 
least 400 yards. But Monday morning, 
Irwin messed around the 14th long 
enough to record a double bogey six. 


And there was the chance for 


trouble Monday afternoon at the 14th. 
even though Johnson had just bogeycd 
No. 13 for even par while Irwin was 
cruising at one under without a bogey 
since Us fifth hole. 
• But Irwln's 14th tee shot carried 
high to a rightslde bunker about 275 
yards. It was nearly the same shot he 
started with Monday morning en 
route to a six on the 14th. 


Irwin never hesitated in blasting a 


six-iron to the 14th green from where 
he two-putted for a par four. That typ- 
ified his entire afternoon round. 


"I still go back to 14," Irwin later 


sold when questioned about turning 
points in the afternoon round. "That 
got me over a gigantic hurdle.". 


Although Inrln putted strongly dur- 


ing his final 13 par holes, he Insisted 
"Those greens... they're unnerving. 
If you haven't been out on a golf 
course, go look at the 18th green right 
now," he said. 


"You put tho ball down and it sinks 


in a hole. Go out and look; you'll see 
what these guys are talking about." 


Irwin insisted, "I don't honestly re- 


call being as shaky as I was today. I 
had to moke so many strong putts 
coming in just to keep alive. 


"This'is as hard as I've worked in 


winning a golf tournament in a long, 
long time ... Oh, man,'I'll tell ya 
what.. . that is some kind of nerve- 
wrackin' out there." 


For Johnson, who probably de- 


served a better fate, there are just 
two appropriate words: Ultimate Dis- 
aster. 


"I was just trying to play the best I 


could," said a slightly bewildered 
Johnson. "I birdled 15 (to tie Irwin at 
one-under) and that should have set 
me up." 


But the black man's chances for his 


first major victory and automatic 1976 
Masters invitation were for naught 
when he totalled 18 shots over the fi- 
nal three holes. 


"There's a lot more golf tourna- 


ments coming up and, sooner or later, 
I'm going to get one," Johnson said 
after he escaped embarrassment in 
Butler National's clubhouse. 


"What I'm upset about is the posi- 


tion I'm In going into 16, 17 and 18 
(even with .Irwin and onc-under-par). 
If I par out, then I'm in a playoff or I 
win." 


The end began for Johnson when he 


doubled bogcyed the par three, 170- 
yard 11th and bogeyed the par three, 
175-yard 13th. He also double bogeyed 
another short hole, the par three, 220- 
yard fifth.

commercial taking of yellow perch 
and bloater chub in Lake Michigan 
take effect today. 


The stipulations, handed down-by II 


linols Dept. of Conservation Director 
Tony Dean in May, call for the protec- 
tion of lake trout which has shown 
serious declines in recent years and is 
considered an early step in preventing 
its extinction in Lake Michigan wa- 
ters. 


The lake trout ban will remain in 


effect for at least one year for sport 
fishermen, although most charter 
boat captains admit that this species 
of trout make up a very small per- 
centage of their yearly stringer. 


In addition, a quota has been set for 


the yellow perch and bloater chub, 
limiting the number of fishermen 
allowed to fish commercially on Lake 
Michigan in an effort to stabilize the 
fish population. 


A continuing fish census conducted 


by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
has revealed a drastic decline In num- 
bers of bloater chub. Yellow perch, 
while not In danger of extinction, also 
have taken a steady down-turn in 
numbers for several years.

This is National Safe Boating Week, 


but safety is apparently 
secondary 


in the minds of Lake Michigan fish- 
ermen who are tackling the problem 
of an enormous oil spill. 


While cleanup operations have prog- 


ressed throughout the weekend, some 
smaller "globs" of the original spill 
that was estimated at two miles in 
diameter, have .postponed completion 
of the cleanup to perhaps Wednesday. 


Charter boat fishermen have been 


successful in avoiding the polluted* 
tar-like surface water and still fill the 
cooler with chlnook and coho talmob. 


Most action is from 8-11 miles off- 


shore in 60-125 feet of water. The sil- 
very fish can be found from 10-20 feet 
deep using the standard1 lures that in- 
clude the salmon fly, red-eyes, ra- 
palas and tad-polys.

Record fish have been biting both in 


Wisconsin and Illinois. Jim Sharp of 
Shawneetown caught 
a 20-pound, 


8-ounce striped bass in Fish Lake. 
The catch would have topped the state 
record of 19-pounds, 6-ounces, but is 
not eligible for the record because it 
was taken on a troutline. 


Andy Zerites of Kankakee hooked 


into a giant flathead cat on the Kan- 
kakee River that tipped the scales at 
26-pounds, 1-ounce. Zerites took the 
fish on a chicken liver and while a 
definite candidate for mounting, the 
cat was far from the flathead record 
of 51 pounds. 


In Wisconsin, meanwhile, a near 


record for Atlantic salmon was set 
when Floyd Belcher of Kenosha took 
a 35-inch, 12-pounder from Lake Mich- 
igan.

BERLIN—Them may be a number 


of superlatives to describe this city 
where so much has happened in its 
700-year history. 


From my recent visit, however, ono 


of the most haunting impressions Is 
tho distinct contrast between the West 
and Bast sectors. 


Thero is no doubt that on either side 


of that bnrbcd-wlro lopped Wall there 
exists two separate worlds. 


WEST BERLIN IS a fun city filled 


with life and laughter and where the 
pubs only close their doors for one 
hour In 24 — from 5 to 6 a.m. You feel 
yourself caught up In the gaiety of tho 
city whether you are milling through 
tho crowds on tho boulevard Kurfurs- 
tondamtn (whore all tho action Is)'or 
mingling with a convivial band of 
drinkers in ono of those 23-hour pubs. 


You won't find the pubs In East 


Berlin, however, or the coffeehouses 
that are such a part of West Berlin's 
day-and-night life.. 


You won't find people strolling 


along tho streets arm In arm, laugh-, 
ing over some hilarious privato joke. 


East Berlin is depressing — a grey, 


gloomy place where a haunting still- 
ness Is broken by the screaming rails 
of the East Berlin streetcars. 


REGULATIONS between East and 


West havo been relaxed in tho last 
few years. West Germans are now 
allowed several visits a year into East 
Berlin. Senior citizens In the Commu- 
nist sector can leave anytime they 
want to. 


Tourists are welcome to cross at 


Checkpoint Charlie and visit East 
Berlin. Some tour operators mnko 
regular bus trips Into the Communist 
sector every day. A three-hour bus 
tour costs about $8. On the bus, how- 
ever, bo prepared to pay another $1.75 
to tho East Germans. 


It took us nbout 15 minutes to get 


through Checkpoint Charlie —by the 
timo wo had all forked over tho extra 
$1.73, and shown our passports to a 
grim-faced woman in uniform. 


Our East German guide (who had 


spent 26 months as a prlsoncr-of-war 
In tho United States and spoke flaw-

less English) mechanically described 
the sights as our bus moved through 
tho central area of East Berlin.

NOW IT'S A drab thoroughfare of 


shops with dull show windows. Our 
guide pointed out the famous build- 
ings—tho State Library, Humboldt Uni 
vorslty, the German State Opera, and 
the World War II war memorial, 
where East German soldiers goose 
step through the changing of the 
guard every two hours. 


Bus tours to East Berlin include a 


stop at the Pergamon Museum, filled 
with excavated wonders from the an- 
cient Persian city of the same name. 


People in East Berlin don't smile 


much and the streets don't ring with 
gay chatter and laughter as they do in 
West Berlin. We did see young lovers 
kissing on a street corner, though. 
That doesn't change no matter what. 


After three hours in this soul-less 


sector, most of us were glad to get off 
the sightseeing bus back in West Ber- 
lin and stroll down the beautiful, tree- 
lined Kurfurstendamm, which Ber- 
lincrs affectionately call the Ku- 
Damm.

THE ROAD A juvenile in trouble 


travels Is a complicated one, begin- 
ning with a pickup and following oho 
of the diverse routes that con end up 
returning home, being placed in a fos- 
ter home or put in a correctional in- 
stitution. 


When a Juvenile is arrested and 


brought before a police juvenile offi- 
cer, a determination of what will hap- 
pen next Is based on several factors 
including tho nature and seriousness 
of the offense, tho individual juvenile, 
tho parents and past history, accord- 
Ing to Lt. Paul Bucholtz of tho Arling- 
ton Heights Pollco Department Juve- 
nile Division. 


When tho pollco pick up a child, he 


is usually released to the parents and 
a station adjustment hearing, a pro- 
cess through which a police officer, 
the juvenile, his parents, witnesses, 
etc., decide what should be done with 
tho youthful offender, is set up. 


service center. 


By tho third time, according to 


Bucholtz, "Wo see a pattern devel- 
oping. The parents don't exhibit the 
ability to handle the child. Counseling 
isn't working. We all make mistakes 
and we must make a degree of allow- 
ance for this, but at the same time we 
can't let these kids think we're push- 
overs. We have an obligation to 
society — everyone has rights." 


"WE TOY! TO avoid the courts as 


best we can," said Buchnoltz. "Wo try 
everything possible, but if nothing 
works, that is definitely the time 
when a judge should hear the case. 
There's a certain aura about a judge 
and courtroom." 


According to David Zack of the Pal- 


atine Pollco Department Juvenile Di- 
vision, there has been a 63 per cent 
increase in juvenile crime there over 
tho last year. Of the 836 juveniles 
brought in last year, 474 station ad- 
justments were made. 


In Arlington Heights, out of a total 


1,700 juveniles brought into the sta- 
tion, 1,310 station adjustments were 
mode. 


THERE ARE, however, exceptions 


to this procedure. In some coses the

RESPONSE TO the move indicates 


it has been a worthwhile one. Local 
police feel that the judge gets to know 
the area's problems better — on a 
more local basis. The branch courts 
treat kids on a more intimate level, 
according to Bucholtz. 


"I think we can take a more in- 


depth look into the cases and alterna- 
tives available now," he said.

The idea that children are a special 


concern of the state is a relatively 
new phenomenon. The Juvenile Court 
Act of 1B99 set up, for the first time, a 
system of judicial proceedings, sepa- 
rate from the adult court, for minors. 


The new system declared that the 


main responsibility of the juvenile 
branch of the court system is to pro- 
tect, supervise, treat and rehabilitate 
juveniles so they are able to be read- 
mitted as useful, constructive mem- 
bers of society.

FIRST INTRODUCED in Cook 


County, this same Juvenile Court 'is 
now the largest in the world, hearing 
some 40,000 cases per year. 


Following much pressure and en- 


couragement by Northwest suburban 
police; legislative and municipal olli- 
cials, a branch of the Juvenile Court 
was set up in September of 1B74 in 
Skokle, hearing cases from the 2nd 
. Circuit Court District including Ar- 
lington Heights, Buffalo Grove, Pala- 
tine, Rolling Meadows and Wheeling. 
A second branch court in the 3rd Cir- 
cuit Court District, includes Des 
Plaines, Elk Grove Village, Hoffman 
Estates, Mount Prospect and Schaum- 
burg and was. established the follow- 
ing January.

Judge Mooney, "Has resulted in more 
cooperation between the court, the po- 
lice and the community for the benefit 
of the juvenile."

The purpose of the Juvenile Court, 


according to Judge Mooney, is "to 
rehabilitate youngsters before they 
become legal adults and are confined 
to penitentiaries." In a juvenile court 
a juvenile is not a defendant, but a 
respondent. He is not indicted but 
rather responds to a petition drawn 
up-at the request of the complainant, 
usually the police. There is no such 
word as guilty in a juvenile court. 
There are no sentences, rather place- 
ment. 


When a case moves past the local 


police, the materials obtained are 
turned over to the state's attorney, 
who in turn, draws up a petition with 
the help of a public defender or a law- 
yer. This Is called screening. The 
judge is not present. Often at the 
screening, the parties agree with 


Mooney (one of 11 juvenile judges in court officials to settle on a probation 


er the allegation of the petition deter- 
mines that the minor is in need of 
supervision and should be adjudged a 
ward of the court. 


A social investigation is then or- 


dered setting forth the minor's physi- 
cal and mental history, the condition 
of family life and background, eco- 
nomic status, education, personal 
habits, information about special re- 
sources which might be available to 
assist in the minor's rehabilitation 
and any other matters the Investiga- 
ting officer deems relevant or the 
court directs-to.be included. 


These facts are brought out at the 


dlspositional hearing where the judge 
determines what should be done with 
the juvenile adjudged a ward of the 
court. 


The judge has several alternatives: 
• Put on probation or conditional 


discharge and release the youth to the 
custody of his parents or guardian. 


• Place the youth with relatives, in 


a foster home, private or public in- 
stitution. 


• Some modification of this plan. 
When the court finds that the best 


interests of the minor and the public 
will be served it may modify or termi- 
nate the order of supervision.

A Herald staff report 


Predictions Monday that gasoline 


prices will jump 3 to 5 cents a gallon 
brought mixed reactions from dealers 
In the Northwest suburbs, with some 
station operators saying further price 
Increases will hurt their business. 


Only Shell Oil Co. officially notified 


its dealers of a 3-cent price hike Mon- 
day afternoon. But station operators 
for the other major oil companies said 
they have heard rumors of new in- 
creases, and expect to be told soon to 


'raise their pump prices. 


If the Increases materialize, regular 


gasoline will be,selling at 60 to 64 
cents a gallon at most Northwest sub- 
urban stations. Premium will be 
priced at 66 to 70 cents a gallon. 


LARRY DWORZYNSKI, owner of 


Larry's Standard on Schaumburg 
Road In Schaumburg, said Monday he 
had not been notified of a price in- 
crease, but if and when the price 
jumps again people will notice it. 


"It has to gradually affect business 


because the-cost of driving is going up, 
up; up and people have to start think- 
ing twice about driving," Dworzynskl 
said.

Budget office sees rise 
in inflation rate due to oil 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Con- 


gressional Budget Office predicted 
Monday a reversal in the recent de- 
cline in the nation's rate of inflation. 


In a report to Congress, tho CBO 


also foresaw a more sluggish recov- 
ery from tho recession than tho ad- 
ministration has been predicting. 


But it agreed with the adminis- 


tration in proclaiming that the reces- 
sion, tho wont In 40 years, had hit 
bottom. 


Tho CBO's gloom about tho outlook 


for tho noxt 18 months was based 
chiefly on its expectation that oil 
prices arc going to rise. It said higher 
oil prices would drag down recovery 
while accelerating tho Inflation rate. 


Tho report made these forecasts: 
• Inflation — Tho inflation rato, hit- 


ting 12 per cent last year, foil to on 
annual lovcl of 6 per cent In May. 
CBO predicted tho decline would end 
and said tho rato will range from 6.3 


to 8.7 per cent-by the end of 1976. This 
compares with an average rate of 3.4 
per cent over the previous 25 years. 


• Unemployment — CBO predicted 


a rate of 7.8 to 8.2 per cent by the end 
of next year, compared to the admin- 
istration's prediction of 7.6 per cent 
and May's rate of 92 per cent. Over 
the past 25 years, the rate averaged 
4.7 per cent. 


A higher inflation rate would re- 


verse a trend which Ford hailed lost 
week as proof that bis economic pol- 
icies were working. He said the in- 
flation rato had been cut in half from 
last year's levels. 


CBO is a new agency, created to 


advise Congress on how to use spend- 
ing decisions to stabilize the economy 
and stimulate growth. Its director is 
Alice Rivlln, a well-known economist 
hired from the Brookings Institution. 


•The* report said stronger efforts by 
Congress and tho Federal Reserve 


Board to"stimulate the economy would 
have a high payoff in jobs with slight 
consequence on prices. 
' 


THE REVERSE is also true, the 


CBO said. An attempt to curtail gov- 
ernment stimulus — by cutting the 
deficit, for example — would do little 
to abate inflation while making unem- 
ployment worse. 


Moreover, "under present condi- 


tions there is little danger that ex- 
pansionary fiscal or monetary policies 
will lead to 'crowding out* of private 
Investment," the CBO report said. 


Treasury Sec. William E. Simon has 


been warning that a federal deficit 
approaching $80 billion in the fiscal 
year that starts Tuesday would crowd 
business borrowers from the credit 
market, inhibiting their expansion and 
the economy's recovery.

About 900 employes of the Central 


Telephone Co. were expected to strike 
early today after being* unable to 
reach agreement with the company on 
a new contract. It is the first strike in 
the 20 years the company has pro- 
vided service to the area. • 


As of late Monday night, the em- 


ployes, members of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers Lo- 
cal, 336, and the company had not 
agreed on a new"'contract. The old 
contract expired at midnight. 


Central Telephone Co. serves about 


70,000 commercial and residential cus- 
tomers in Park Ridge; Rosemont, Des 
Plalnes, Mount Prospect, Prospect 
Heights, Miles and Chicago. 


M A R T I N BROWN, a company 


spokesman, said Monday the com- 
pany has 350 members of manage- 
ment that would step in for the union 
employes in the event of a'strike. 


"We are not anticipating any reduc- 


tion'in service if the union decides to 
strike," Brown said. "Our manage- 
ment personnel will attempt to pro- 
. vide the same level of service that we 
have always had." 


Thomas L. Beagley, president and 


business manager of the union, said 
at a press conference Monday, that 
disagreement over changes In work 


rules and company policies has held 
up contract negotiations. 


"The company's position Is that 


they will not go into the serious eco- 
nomic issues until they see what is 
going to happen with these issues," 
Beagley said. "Actually, there are 
about 30 issues still hanging." 


THE UNION has asked for a 20 per 


cent pay increase, an increase In 
group-and life-insurance coverage, a 
reduced work load and more holiday 
and vacation time. 


The primary issues holding up nego- 


tiations, Beagley said, are the com- 
pany's desire to put a no-strike clause 
In the contract, make overtime in 
some cases mandatory for employes 
and increase the number of hours that 
employes are expected to be available 
for work. 


The union also opposes insertion of 


a "management-rights clause" and 
the elimination of a "past-practices 
clause" from the union contract.

would give the company the right to 
interpret the union contract and make 
decisions and rules without consulting 
the employes, Beagley said. •

Groceries up 10%, meat 


fc in year: survey

The results of a year-long food-price 


survey, conducted by U.S. Rep. Abner 
J. Mlkva showed grocery costs have 
increased more than 10 per cent and 
meat prices have jumped 32 per cent. 


The survey, taken in supermarkets 


throughout the 10th District, which in- 
cludes Des Plaines, Included com- 
parisons of a sample group of eight 
meat items and a market basket of 27 
items. 


The final results of the survey did 


not agree with the 60 per cent jump in 
the cost of meat and 30 per cent hike 
in the market basket prices predicted 
when the first food price list was re- 
leased in June 1974. 


"It's not as disastrous as we had 


thought, buf it is still disturbing," 
Mlkva said Monday. 


THE SURVEY included three stores 


in Des Plaines: Dominick's, 767 Golf 
Rd.; National Foods, 1155 Lee St.; 
and Jewel Food Store, 1500 Lee St.

No data has been set for moving the 


office from 601 Lee St., DCS Plalncs.

tempting to find larger offices for 
many months because of the in- 
creased number of persons applying 
for unemployment compensation at 
the DCS Plaines facility.

The number of persons who re- 


ceived public old from Maine Town- 
ship In May dropped 38 per cent from 
April, marking the second consecutive 
month of decline.

al assistance In May, down from 200 
in April, and only about half the num- 
ber that received it in March. 


The figure for May, however, was

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Cop charged with trying to drown son

A Chicago policeman, living in Ar- 


lington Heights, was Indicted by the 
County Grand Jury Monday for the 
attempted murder of his 16-year-old 
son. 


Patrolman James Loughnane, 38, of 


S22 S. Cleveland Ave., was charged 
with pushing his son Michael out of a 
boat six miles off shore in Lake Mich- 
igan. The boy reportedly was Insured 
for $120,000 In two policies, with his 
father and stepmother named as ben- 
eficiaries. 


C h i c a g o police homicide in- 


vestigators sold the boy told them he 
was boating Sunday when his father 
unexpectedly hit him In the head with 
a blunt Instrument. The father then 
allegedly pushed the youth over the 
side of the boat and sped away. 


MICHAEL stayed afloat In the 47- 


degree water for ubout an hour using 
swimming techniques ho learned In a 
llfesavlng course at Arlington High 
School, where ho is a student. 


He was pulled from the lake by the 


crew of a passing sailboat. His res- 
cuers quoted tho boy as gasping when 
he was pulled aboard, "I don't believe 
he did It, that ho throw mo over- 
board." 


George Woltman, owner of the sail- 


boat, said Michael called out as they 
approached, "Help mo. I can't swim 
anymore." 


After telling his story on the way to 


shore, Michael said, "I don't want to 
go back thcro, because my father 
might be uniting, and ho has a gun." 


LOUGHNANE. an 11-year veteran 


of the Chicago Police Dept., was in- 
tercepted In his 25-foot boat about 
three miles from where tho incident 
allegedly occurred by a police marine 
unit. Police said Loughnane at first 
told them the boy fell overboard and 
rescue attempts had been unsuccess- 
ful. 


Police said Loughnane refused fur- 


ther comment when it was noticed the 
boat's life preservers were still on 
board. 


Michael was taken to a hospital 


where ho was treated for exposure af- 
ter his ordeal. He was later released. 


Young Loughnane told police thcro 


had been problems at home for sev- 
eral weeks. However, ho said thero 
had been no trouble during tho nine- 
hour boat outing, preceding the at- 
tack. 


THE YOUTH was described as "a 


quiet kid" and "never in any trouble 
at school," by an acquaintance. 


Loughnane. and his family moved to 


tho Arlington Heights 
apartment 


about two years ago. It is a violation 
of Chicago police regulations for an 
officer to live outside the city, and he 
used a 83rd Street apartment in Chi- 
cago as a mailing address. 
' Michael was insured for $100,000 un- 


der a policy his father took out in 
February. A policy taken out last Oc- 
tober insured him for $20,000. 


Although Michael's stepmother is 


listed as a beneficiary, a spokesman 
for the State's attorney's office said 


there was no evidence to link her to 
the attempt on his life.

Economy recovery sluggish 
Budget office sees rise in inflation rate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Con- 


gressional Budget Office predicted 
Monday a reversal in the recent de- 
cline In the nation's rate of Inflation. 


In a report to Congress, the CBO 


also foresaw a more sluggish recov- 
ery from the recession than the ad- 
ministration has been predicting. 


But it agreed with the adminis- 


tration in proclaiming that the reces- 
sion, the worst In 40 years, had hit 
bottom. 


The CBO's gloom about the outlook 


for (he next 10 months was based 
chiefly on Its expectation that oil 
prices are going to rise. It said higher 
oil prices would drag i}own recovery 
while accelerating the Inflation rate. 


The report made these forecasts: 
• Inflation — The Inflation rate, hit- 


ting 12 per cent last year, fell to an 
annual level of 5 per cent In May. 
CBO predicted the decline would end 


and said the rate will range from 5.3 
to 8.7 per cent by the end of 1976. This 
compares with an average'rate of 3.4 
per cent over the previous 25 years. 


• Unemployment — CBO predicted 


' a rate of 7.8 to 8.2 per cent by the end 


of next year, compared to the admin- 


, istratlon's prediction of 7.0 per cent 


and May's rate of 9.2 per cent.1 Over 
the post 25 years, the-rafe averaged 
4.7 per cent. 


A higher inflation rate would re- 


verse a trend which Ford] nailed lost 
week as proof that his economic pol- 
icies were working. He sold (he in-, 
flation rate had been cut In half from 
last year's levels. 


CBO is a new agency, created to

Darryl LeVesque has spent most of 


the lost 42 days,bicycling with his 
family, and it wasn't your usual after- 
noon ride.

finished a 1,600-mile trip from New 
Orleans to Randhurst Shopping Center 
in Mount Prospect Monday. The trip 
was part of a Million Dollar Bike Ride 
to benefit St. Jude Children's Re- 
search Hospital in Memphis, Tenn. 


"I'm tired, but it has been worth it 


all the way," LeVesque said as he got 
off his bicycle for the last time and 
presented a mock $1 million check to 
officials of the hospieal, which is de- 
voted to basic and clinical research in 
childhood diseases. 


THE FAMILY made the trip on a 


Blcycle-bullt-for-three that was spe- 
cially equipped with an'attacked car- 
riage-type vehicle called a bugger. 
The bicycle also was modified so that 
Michelle and Andrea could help their 
parents pedal. 


LeVesque, a southern California bi- 


cycle shop owner, left New Orleans 
May 24 and made stops in 27 cities 
before reaching the Chicago area. The 
family also stopped along the way to 
answer questions and explain the 
work of St. Jude Hospital. 


Although the ride was intended only 


for the promotion of fund-raising'bike 
rides in more than 300 communities 


, throughout the nation, LeVesque said 
people stopped him and donated mon- 
ey Jor the hospital. 


The Million Dollar Bike Ride is the 


fourth sponsored for the hospital by 
Epsilon Sigma Alpha Women Inter- - 
national (ESA), a women's service or- 
ganization. It has raised more than $1 
million in the four annual rides. 


"There were times when I thought 


of throwing it (the bicycle) over the 
nearest cliff and start hitchhiking," 
LeVesque said. "But then we visited 
the hospital. It was very heart- 
warming to have a kid of 8 or 9 years 
old come up and say thank you." 


LEVESQUE'S WIFE agreed. 
"I looked at the faces of the kids 


there and then at Michelle and An- 


drea. It's all the motivation you need 
to keep on going," she said. 


The family traveled about six hours 


.a day and averaged 12 to 17 m.p.h. 
LeVesque said he. experienced few 
problems and little rain. 


"We were fairly lucky," he saI3, 


"We had only two days with lots of 
rain. People along the way told us 
that it was raining ahead and behind 
us be we haven't had many problems. 
We' also had no trouble with he ter- 
rain, but the roads were miserable, 
especially In Illinois." 


The bicycle also served them well, 


incurring only one flat tire and eight 
broken spokes. He said the major 
problems came when he could not 
swerve the nine-foot bicycle to miss 
potholes. 


ALTHOUGH LeVesque said his 


family enjoyed the trip, he said ho 


was glad "in a way" that it was over. 


"The girls have had a fantastic 


time," LeVesque said. "Traveling 
through the Midwest has given us all 
an opportunity to see new things we 
haven't experienced during our bike 
tours of the West Coast." 


"It will be nice to get back into a 


regular routine and have your own 
bed back," he said. "But the trip was 
worthwhile." 


LeVesque said it wasn't difficult to 


spend 42 days with a bicycle. 


"This was something I could do," 


he said. "There are other things I 
couldn't do.

Cop charged with trying to drown son

A Chicago policeman, living In Ar- 


lington Heights, was Indicted by tho 
County Grand Jury Monday for tho 
attempted murder of his 16-year-old 
son. 


Patrolman James Loughnunc, 38, of 


S22 S. Cleveland Avo., was charged 
with pushing his son Michael out of a 
boat six miles off shore in Lake Mich- 
igan. The boy reportedly was insured 
for $120,000 in two policies, with his 
father and stepmother named as ben- 
eficiaries. 


Chicago police homicide In- 


vestigators said the boy told them he 
was boating Sunday when his father 
unexpectedly hit him In tho head with 
a blunt Instrument. Tho father then 
allegedly pushed the youth over the 
side of tho boat and sped away. 


MICHAEL stayed afloat in the 47- 


dogrco water for about an hour using 
swimming techniques he learned In a 
llfesavlng course at Arlington High 
School, where he Is a student. 


He was pulled from the lake by the 


crew of a passing sailboat. His res- 
cuers quoted tho boy as gasping when 
ho was pulled aboard, "I don't believe 
he did It, that ho threw me over- 
board." 


George Woltman, owner of the sail- 


boat, said Michael called out as they 
approached, "Help me. I can't swim 
anymore." 


After telling his story on the way to 


shore, Michael said, "I don't want to 
go back there, because my father 
might be waiting, and he has a gun.!' 


LOUGIINANE, an 11-year veteran 


of the'Chicago Police Dept., was in- 
tercepted in his 25-foot boat about 
three miles from where the Incident 
allegedly occurred by a police marine 
unit. Police said Loughnane at first 
told them the boy fell overboard and 
rescue attempts had been unsuccess- 
ful. 


Police said Loughnane refused fur- 


ther comment when it was noticed the 
boat's life preservers were still on 
board. 


Michael was taken to a hospital 


where he was treated for exposure af- 
ter his ordeal. He was later released. 


Young Loughnane told police there 


had been problems at home for sev- 
eral weeks. However, he said there 
had been no trouble during the nine- 
hour boat outing, preceding the at- 
tack. 


THE YOUTH was described as "a 


quiet kid" and "never in any trouble' 
at school," by an acquaintance. ,: 


Loughnane and his family moved to 


the Arlington Heights 
apartment 


about two years ago. It is a violation 
of Chicago police regulations for an 
officer to live outside the city, and he 
used a 83rd Street apartment in Chi- 
cago as a mailing address. 


Michael was Insured for $100,000 un- 


der a policy his father took out in 
February. A policy token out last Oc- 
tober insured him for $20,000. 


Although Michael's stepmother is 


listed as a beneficiary, a spokesman 
for the State's attorney's office said 


there was no evidence to link her to 
the attempt on his life. 


Loughnane Is being held in the 


County Jail In lieu of $100,000 after his 
Indictment Monday. No trial date has 
been set for him, police said.

Darryl LeVcsque has spent most of 


tho last 42 days bicycling with his 
family, and it wasn't your usual after- 
noon ride. 


LeVesque, his wife, Carol, and his 


children, Michelle, 4 and Andrea, 2, 
finished a 1,600-mile trip from New 
Orleans to Randhurst Shopping Center 
in Mount Prospect Monday. The trip 
was part of a Million Dollar Bike Ride 
to benefit St. Jude Children's Re- 
search Hospital in Memphis, Tenn. 


"I'm tired, but it has been worth it 


all the way," LeVesque said as he got 
off his bicycle for the last time and 
presented a mock $1 million check to 
officials of the hospieal, which is de- 
voted to basic and clinical research in 
childhood diseases. 


THE FAMILY made the trip on a 


Blcycle-bullt-for-three that was spe- 
cially equipped with an attacked car- 
riage-type vehicle called a bugger. 
The bicycle also was modified so that 
Michelle and Andrea could help their 
parents pedal. 


LeVesque, a southern California bi- 


cycle shop owner, left New Orleans 
May 24 and made stops in 27 cities 
before reaching the Chicago area. The 
family also stopped along the way to 
answer questions and explain the 
work of St. Jude Hospital. 


Although the ride was intended only 


for the promotion of fund-raising bike 


rides in more than 300 communities 
throughout the nation, LeVesque said 
people stopped him and donated mon- 
ey for the hospital. 


The Million Dollar Bike Ride is tho 


fourth sponsored for the hospital by 
Epsilon Sigma Alpha Women Inter- 
national (ESA), a women's service or- 
ganization. It has raised more than $1 
million in the four annual rides. 


"There were times when I thought 


of throwing it (the bicycle) over the 
nearest cliff and start hitchhiking," 
LeVesque said. "But then we visited 
the hospital. It was very heart- 
warming to have a kid of 8 or 9 years 
old come up and say thank you." 


LEVESQUE'S WIFE agreed. 
"I- looked at the faces of the kids 


there and then at Michelle and An- 
drea. It's all the motivation you need 
to keep on going," she said. 


The family traveled about six hours 


a day and averaged 12 to 17 m.p.h. 
LeVesque.said he experienced few 
problems and little rain. 


"We were fairly lucky," he said, 


"We had only two days with lots of 
rain. People along the way told us 
that it was raining ahead and behind 
us be we haven't had many problems. 
We also had no trouble with he ter- 
rain, but the roads were miserable, 
especially in Illinois." 


The bicycle also served them well, 


incurring only one flat tire and eight 
broken spokes. He said the major 
problems came when he could not 
swerve the nine-foot bicycle to miss 
potholes. 


ALTHOUGH LeVesque said his 


family enjoyed the trip, he said he 
was glad "in a way" that it was over.

S22 S. Cleveland Avo., was charged 
with pushing his son Michael out of a 
boat six miles off shore In Lake Mich- 
igan. The boy reportedly was Insured 
for $120,000 In two policies, with his 
father and stepmother named as ben- 
eficiaries. 


Chicago police homicide in- 


vestigators said tho boy told them ho 
was boating Sunday when his father 
unexpectedly hit him in tho head with 
o blunt instrument. The father then 
allegedly pushed tho youth over the 
side of tho boat and sped away. 


MICHAEL stayed afloat in tho 47- 


degrco water for about an hour using 
swimming techniques ho learned In a 
llfesavlng course at Arlington High 
School, where ho is o student. 


Ho was pulled from tho lake by tho 


crew of a passing sailboat. His res- 
cuers quoted tho boy as gasping when 
ho was pulled aboard, "I don't believe 
ho did It, that he throw me over- 
board." 


George Woltman, owner of the sail- 


boat, said Michael called out as they 
approached, "Help me. I can't swim 
anymore." 


After telling his story on the way to 


shore, Michael said, "I don't want to 
go back there, because my father 
might bo waiting, and ho has a gun." 


LOUGHNANE, an 11-year veteran 


of the Chicago Police Dept., was in- 
tercepted in his 25-foot boat about 
three miles from where the Incident 
allegedly occurred by a police marine 
unit. Police said Loughnane at first 
told them the boy fell overboard and 
rescue attempts had been unsuccess- 
ful. 


Police said Loughnane refused fur- 


ther comment when it was noticed the 
boat's lifo preservers were still on 
board. 


Michael was taken to a hospital 


where ho was treated for exposure af- 
ter his ordeal. He was later released. 


Young Loughnane told police there 


had been problems at home for sev- 
eral weeks. However, he said there 
had been no trouble during the nine- 
hour boat outing, preceding the at- 
tack. 


THE YOUTH was described as "a 


quiet kid" and "never in any trouble 
at school," by an acquaintance. 


Loughnane and his family moved to

about two years ago. It is a violation 
of Chicago police regulations for an 
officer to live outside the city, and he 
used a 83rd Street apartment in Chi- 
cago as a mailing address. 


Michael was Insured for $100,000 un-

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Gas price hike draws mixed reactions

Predictions, Monday that gasoline 


prices will jump 3 to 5 cents a gallon 
brought mixed reactions from dealers 
in the Northwest suburbs, with some 
station operators saying further price 
increases will hurt their business. 


Only Shell. Oil Co. officially notified 


its dealers of a 3-cent price hike Mon- 
day afternoon. But station operators 
for the other major oil companies said 
they have heard rumors of new.in- 
creases, and expect to be told soon to 


raise their pump prices. 


If the increases materialize, regular 


gasoline will be selling at 60 to 64 
cents a gallon at most Northwest sub- 
urban stations. Premium will be 
priced at 66 to 70 cents a gallon. 


LARRY DWORZYNSKI, owner of 


Larry's Standard on Schaumburg 
Road in Schaumburg, said Monday he 
had not been notified of a price in- 
crease, but if and when the price 
jumps again people will notice it.

because the cost of driving is going up, 
up, up and people have to start think- 
ing twice about driving," Dworzynski 
said.

Mental-aid 
cut looms 


A proposed cut of $43.000 in state 


aid could force the Elk Grove- 
S c h a u m b u r g Townships Mental 
Health Center to reduce its services 
next year. 


Jordan Rosen, executive director of 


the mental health center based In Elk 
Grove Village, said he has been noti- 
fied that the Illinois Dcpt. of Mental 
Health may provide only $159,586 of 
the $102,641 requested for the 1975-76 
fiscal year. 


The state funds sought by the center 


would provide about 44 per cent of its 
total projected 
budget of about 


$430.000 for the coming year. The rest 
of the operating funds,come from the 
two townships and patient fees. 


ROSEN SAID the sub-region and re- 


gion offices of the state mental health 
department have recommended the 
cut In state money. The department 
should act on the recommendations 
any day, he said. 


"I assume the cut Is being recom- 


mended because of the lack of funds 
within the department," Rosen said. 
"I thought we might have problems 
getting what we requested, but I 
didn't think the cut would be this 
drastic." 


If the grant is reduced, Rosen said, 


the center could ask the townships to 
I n c r e a s e their financial support, 
request a larger share of United Fund 
money and apply for various kinds of 
grants to try to make up the IMS. 


If alternative funds cannot be found, 


he said, the center would be forced to 
operate on $637 more In state funds 
than was received In 1974-75. 


"THEY WOULD BE keeping us at 


the present level for out-patient ser- 
vices," Rosen said. "But obviously, 
we've had salary increases, and oper- 
ating costs have gone up like every- 
thing else In inflationary conditions, 
so really, we'd have even less than 
lost year to work with." 


Therapists at the mental health cen- 


ter handle more than 55 cases per 
month and the caseload is Increasing, 
Rosen said. The executive director 
predicted problems In meeting the 
needs of patients if the state mental 
health deportment doesn't provide all 
the money requested. 


"We'll probably have to cut back 


our services to some degree, and ex- 
actly what we'll do I have no Idea 
right now," he sold. "It would give us 
no opportunity to expand which would 
m o a n we'll probably have an 
enormous waiting list for services." 


Although a lack of state money may 


limit the. operations of the center, 
Rosen said it will not affect building 
plans. 


THE BOARD OF directors Intends 


to begin an intensive drive this fall to 
raise $660,000 for new offices. The pro- 
posed building would be constructed 
on two acres west of 111. Rte. 53 that 
was donated to the center by Elk 
Grove Village earlier this year.

It provides 
for expansion of programs and higher 
salaries for employes while cutting 
back expenditures In other areas. 


The budget also reflects some cuts

crease in the number of ice skating 
guards. The board also has proposed 
dropping annual donations to local 
events and will issue only two bro- 
chures Instead of the usual four. Park 
officials estimate the cuts would save 
tho district about $57,000. 


ONE REASON for the cost cutting 


Is tho district's need to pay off about 
$15,000 of a $50,000 loan for the

$650,000 bond Issue referendum, but 
there were not enough funds to finish 
the job. 


Al Binder, pork district director,

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Budget office sees rise 
in inflation rate due to oil 


,33 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Con- 


gressional Budget Office 
predicted 


Monday a reversal in the recent de- 
cline In the nation's rate of inflation. 


In a report to Congress, the CBO 


also'foresaw a more sluggish recov- 
ery from the recession than the ad- 
ministration has been predicting. 


But it agreed with the adminis- 


tration in proclaiming that the reces- 
sion, the worst in 40 years, had hit 
bottom. 


The CBO's gloom about the outlook 


for' the' next 18 months was based 
chiefly on its expectation that oil 
prices are going to rise. It said higher 
oil prices would drag down recovery 
while accelerating the inflation rate. 


The report made these forecasts: 
• Inflation — The inflation rate, hit- 


ting 12 per cent last year, fell to an 
annual level of 5 per cent in May. 
CBO predicted the decline would end 
and said the rate will rangev from 6.3 


to 8.7 per cent by the end of 1976. This 
compares with an average rate of 3.4 
per cent over the previous 25 years. 


• Unemployment — CBO predicted 


a rate of 7.8 to 8.2 per cent by the end 
of next year, compared to the admin- 
istration's prediction of 7.6 per cent 
and May's rate of 9.2 per cent. Over 
the past 25 years, the rate averaged 
4.7 per cent. 


A higher inflation rate would re- 


verse a trend which Ford hailed last 
week as proof that his economic pol- 
icies were working. He said the in- 
flation rate had been cut in half from 
last yearns levels. 
, 


CBO is a new agency, created to 


advise Congress on how to use spend- 
ing decisions to stabilize the economy 
and stimulate growth. Its director Is 
Alice Rlvlln, a well-known1 economist 
hired from the Brooklngs Institution. 


The report said stronger efforts by 


Congress and the Federal Reserve 


Board to stimulate the economy would 
have a high payoff in jobs with slight 
consequence on prices. 


THE REVERSE is also true, the 


CBO said. An attempt to curtail gov- 
ernment stimulus — by cutting the 
deficit, for example — would do little 
to abate inflation while making unem- 
ployment worse. 


Moreover, "under present condi- 


tions there is little danger that ex- 
pansionary fiscal or monetary policies 
will lead to 'crowding out' of private 
investment," the CBO report said. 


Treasury Sec. William E. Simon has 


been warning that a federal deficit 
approaching $80 billion in the fiscal 
year that starts Tuesday would crowd 
business 'borrowers from the credit 
market! inhibiting their expansion and 
the economy's recovery.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Con- 


gressional Budget Office predicted, 
Monday a reversal In the recent de- 
cline In tho nation's rate of inflation. - 


In o report to Congress, 'the CBO 


also foresaw a more sluggish recov- 
ery from tho recession than the ad- 
ministration has been predicting. 


But it agreed with tho adminis- 


tration in proclaiming that the reces- 
sion, the worst in 40 years, had hit 
bottom. 


The CBO's gloom about the outlook 


for the next 18 months was.based 
chiefly on its expectation that oil 
prices aro going to rise. It said higher 
oil prices would drag down recovery 
while accelerating the inflation rote. 


Tho report made these forecasts: 
• Inflation — The Inflation rate, hit-

market, inhibiting their expansion and 
the economy's recovery.

The 
building has been vacant for the past 
15 months, and Mount Prospect offi- 
cials consider it a key to redevelop- 
ment of the downtown area. 


No date has been set for moving the 


office from 601 Lee St., Des Plaines.' 
Chris Nugent, director of the Illinois 
Employment Services, said the mov- 
ing date will be determined by how 
much time It takes to equip the office 
and notify persons of the change.

42-day bike ride earns $1 million for charity

Dnrryl LoVcsquo has spent most of 


the last 42 days bicycling with his 
family, and it wasn't your usual after- 
noon ride. 


LoVcsque. his wife, Carol, and his 


children, Michelle, 4 and Andrea, 2, 
finished a LBOO-milo trip from New 
Orleans to Randhurst Shopping Center 
in Mount Prospect Monday. Thu trip 
was part of a Million Dollar Bike Ride 
to benefit St. Judc Children's Re- 
search Hospital In Memphis, Tcnn. 


"I'm tired, but It has been worth it 


all the way," LoVcsque said as he got 
off his bicycle for the last time and 
presented a mock $1 million check to 
officials of the hospicai, which Is de- 
voted to basic and clinical research In 
childhood diseases. 


THK FAMILY made the trip un a 


Blcycle-bullt-for-thrco that was spe- 
cially equipped with on attacked car- 
rlagc-typo vehicle called a bugger. 
The bicycle also was modified so that 
Michelle and Andrea could help their 
parents pedal. 


LoVcsque, a southern California bi- 


cycle shop owner, left New Orleans 
May 24 and made stops in 27 cities 
before reaching the Chicago area. The 
family also stopped along the way to 
answer questions and explain the 
work of St. Judo Hospital. 


Although the ride was intended only 


for the promotion of fund-raising bike 
rides in more than 300 communities 
throughout the nation, LoVcsquo said 
people stopped him and donated mon- 
ey for the hospital. 


The Million Dollar Bike Ride Is the 


fourth sponsored for the hospital by 
Epsllon Sjama Alpha Women Inter- 
natlo*»l (ESA), a women's service or- 
ganization. It has raised m»rc than $1 
million in tho four annual rides. 


"There were times when I thought 


of throwing it (tho bicycle) over the 
nearest cliff and start hitchhiking," 
LoVcsquo said. "But then we visited 
the hospital. It was very heart- 
warming to have a kid of 8 or 0 years 
old como up and say thank you." 


LEVESQUE'S WIFE agreed. 


"I looked at the faces of the kids 


there and then at Michelle and An- 
drea. It's all tho motivation you need 
to keep on going," she said. 


The family traveled about six hours 


a day and averaged 12 to 17 m.p.li. 
LoVcsquo said ho experienced few 
problems and little rain. 


"We were fairly lucky," he said, 


many months because of the in-

office. Short tempers and several near 
fights'have developed because of the 
overcrowding.

learned that leasing rates were priced 
higher 
for several possible Des 


Plaines locations than the facilities to 
be leased in Mount Prospect. 


Several Des Plaines real estate bro- 


kers had been negotiating with the 
state to lease large vacant stores for 
new offices. 


Both the old Jewel Food Store on 


Ellinwood Street and another vacant 
store, most recently occupied by the 
Craftwood Lumber Co., on Lee Street. 
had been considered as possible loca- 
tions. 


AIDES TO U.S. Rep. Abner J. Mik- 


va, D-lOth, said they had received 
complaints from some Des Plaines 
'residents about crowded conditions at 
the office. 


The aide indicated Mikva had 


voiced objections about moving the fa- 
cility to Mount Prospect. 


Des Plaines is the only office In 


the Northwest suburbs where resi- 
dents can obtain unemployment com- 
pensation or state employment ser- 
vices. 


Recession? 
Not at the 
race track 


Arlington Park Race Track appears 


headed for a record-breaking season 
with betting and attendance running 
ahead of last summer. 


After three weeks of racing, attend- 


ance at Arlington Pork is up 11 per 
cent over 1975. Wagering is 16 per 
cent higher than a year ago. 


The upcoming Fourth of July week- 


end, traditionally one of the two big- 
gest horse racing dates in Illinois, 
along with Labor Day, is likely to fur- 
ther boost the track's figures. 


Arlington Park recorded the first $3 


million daily betting total in Illinois 
history last year on Labor Day — a 
mark that may be equaled or topped 
in the 13 weeks remaining in the 
track's 1975 meeting which runs 
through Sept. 25. 


At the close of racing Monday, total 


attendance at Arlington .Park was 
283,179, and total wagering for 19 days 
of racing stood at $31,583,858. Average 
dally attendance to date is 15,000, and 
average daily wagering is $1.66 mil- 
lion.
